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REQUEST FOR INFORMATION UNDER 37 CFR 1.105 

The Board Decision of 3 1 March 2005 is acknowledged. Upon further consideration, it 
has been deemed necessary to reopen prosecution in view of the following Request for 
Information. The delay in prosecution is deeply regretted. 

Applicant and the assignee of this application are required under 37 CFR 1.105 to 
provide the following information that the examiner has determined is reasonably necessary to 
the examination of this application. 

This request is being made for the following reasons: 

Applicant is claiming hybrid seed which inherently comprises at least one set of the 
chromosomes of maize line 101501 1, plants produced from the hybrid seed, methods comprising 
their use, and 101501 1 plants further comprising a single locus conversion. The instant 
specification indicates that 101501 1 was derived from a cross between line "2FACC" and a line 
derived from a Pioneer hybrid lined designated "3527". However, further information is 
required about these lines. The requested information is required to make a meaningful and 
complete search of the art. 

In response to this requirement, please provide answers to each of the following 
interrogatories eliciting factual information: 

(i) What were(are) the original parental maize lines used to produce maize line 101501 1? 
Please supply all of the designations/denominations used to make the original parental line 
101501 1. Please supply information pertaining to the lineage of the original parental lines back 
to any publicly available varieties. 

(ii) What method and method steps were used to produce maize line 101501 1? 
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(iii) At or before the time of filing of the instant application or any provisional 
application to which benefit is claimed, had any of said parental maize line 101501 1, parents of 
said maize line 101501 1, or progeny thereof been disclosed or made publicly available? If so, 
under what designation/denomination and under what conditions were said parent maize line 
101501 1, parents and/or progeny thereof disclosed or made publicly available; and from when to 
when? 

(iv) At or before the time of filing of the instant application or any provisional 
application to which benefit is claimed, were any other maize lines 101501 1, parentals thereof, or 
progeny thereof, produced by said method using said original maize line 101501 1 or its parents, 
and if so, had said produced maize lines 101501 1, parentals thereof, or progeny thereof been 
publicly available or sold? If so, under what designation/denomination and under what 
conditions were said other maize lines 101501 1, parentals thereof, or progeny thereof disclosed 
or made publicly available; and from when to when? 

If Applicant views any or all of the above requested information as a Trade Secret, then 
Applicant should follow the guidance of MPEP 724.02 when submitting the requested 
information. 

In responding to those requirements that require copies of documents, where the 
document is a bound text or a single article over 50 pages, the requirement may be met by 
providing copies of those pages that provide the particular subject matter indicated in the 
requirement, or where such subject matter is not indicated, the subject matter found in 
applicant's disclosure.
